Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was argues that neither Belrose nor Adams teaches narrating a 
video to produce labels for locating subject matter location. No agreement was reached. It was further argued that the 
narration and the video is done concurrently/simultaneously. In response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 
simultaneously/concurrently) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
